ours were alfovificed with that difeafe, yet thisthe Lord hath done 

for them, that fewer of them have dyed thereof,chen of othets who; 
call not upon the Lord. Only three died of it, (but five more young 

and old ) of other difeafes: Now (through the Lords mercy). they:

kinde. In matters of Religion. they go on, nor only in attendance on- 
fuch means.as they have, not only in knowledge,which beginneth to- 
have fome clearneffe in the Fundamentall poynts of Salvation; bus:

For one of our firft and principal! men 18. dead, which though 
it be a great blow and damping to our work in fome refpects, yet the 
Lord hath not left the reft to difcouragement thereby, nay che work 
is greatly furthered, for he made fo gracious an end. of his life, and im- 
braced death wich fuch holy fubmiffion to the Lord, and was fo littie 
terrified at it,as that it hath greatly {trengthened the Faith of the li- 
ving to be conftant, and not -to fear death, gteatly commending the 
death of Wamporzs, for that was his name, I think hedid-more good 
by his death then‘he could have done by’his life: one of his fayings 
was, That God giveth us three mercies in thisworld; the firlt is health 
and firength ; the fecond is food and cloaths ; the third is fickneffe 
and death; and-when we have had our fhare in the two firft, why 
fhould wenot be willing to take.our part in the third ? for his part 
he was : [heard him fpeak thus, and at other times alfo, and at his

cording as his ftrengthlatted unto his laltbreath ; fothat they fay of 
him he dyed praying ; when] vifited him the laft time that Ifaw him = — 
| in this world: (not doubting but I fhall fee him again with Chriftin 
Glory) oneof his fayings was this: Four yearsanda Quarter fince, 
Icame to your houfe , and brought fome of our Children to dwell 
with the Exglifo, now Idye,l ftrongly intreat you (for that is their 
phrafe) chat you would ftrongly intreate Elder Heath (wich whom. 
his Sonliveth:) andthe reft, which have our Children, that they may 
| betaught toknow God, fo as that they may teach their Countrey- 
} men;. becaufe fuch an example would do great good among them, his. 
| heart was mueh upon our intended work, to gather a Church amo ng 
_ them, Teold him I greatly defired that he might live (ifit were Gods. 
will) to be one itt thad work, but if he fhould how die he fkould 80 to. 
- wbetter Church, where Abrabam,and Ifaac,and Facob,and ALof, es 
| and all che dead Saints were with Jefus Chrift'in the prefence of God 
| in all happineffe and glory ;. he faid he feared not death, he was wil- 
: ding ro dye;and'turning to che Company which were prefent,he fpake 
unto them thus ; 7 wow /oall die,bur Telus Chrift calleth you that live 


to goe'to Naticke, tharrhere the Lord might rule over you, that yors 
might make aChirch; and have the Ordinance of God among you, 
believe in his Word, and do-as he commandeth you: With many fuch. 
words exhorting them, which they could noc hear without weeping, 
A litcle before his deathhe {pake' many gracious words unto’ them, 
wherein one paffage wasthis; Some delight to hear and Jpeake idle 
and foolifh words, but Idefireto hear and [peak only the Words of 
| God,exhorting them[otodolikewife : his gracious words were ac- 
ceptable and affecting,that whereas they ufed to flieand avoyde with: 
--terrour fuch as lye dying, now on the contrary they flocked together 
| to hear his dying words, whofe déath and buriall they beheld with- 
many tears; nor am Table to write hts Storie without weeping, 

Another. affliction & damping to our work was this,that it hath plea. 
| fed God to take-away that. Zdian who was moft adtive in Catpentrey, 
and who had framed me an houfe with a little dire@ion of fome £ ng= 

_ Life, whom Ufometime procured to go with me to guide him, andte 

— fet out his'workes-he died of the Pox this winter, fo that our 
houfe lyeth,not yet raifed, which maketh my aboade amongft them 

- more difficultjand my tarriance fhorter then elfe I:would, but the 
Lordshelpeth me to remember that he hath faid, Endure thon hard- 
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weffe as a good Souldier of fefus Chrift. Thefe are fome of the gra 
cious tryalls and Corrections the Lord hath exercifed us withall, yer 
he bath mingled them with much love and favour in other refpeéts; 


for it hath pleafed God this winter much.to inlarge the ability of him 


whoie help TL ufe in tranflating the Scriptures, which I account a great 


furtherance of that which I moft defire; namely, to communicate un- 


to them as much of the Scriptures in their own language as I am able. 
Befides, it hath pleafed God to ftir up the hearts of many of them 
this winter to learn to read and write, wherein they dovery much 
profit with a very little help,efpecially fome of them,for they are very 
ingenuous. And whereas Lhad thoughts that.we muft have an Ezg- 
lifoman to be their Schoole-mafter, Inow hope that the Lord will. 
raife upfome of themfelves, and enable them unto that work, with 
my care to teach them well in the reafon of the. founds of Letters and 
fpelling, I truftin che.Lord that we fhall have fundry of them able te 
read and write,who fhall write every man for himfelf fo much of the 
Bible as the Lord fhall pleafe to enable me to.tranflate. Befides thofe 
works which concern Religion and Learning,we are alfo a doing ( ace 
cording to the meafure of our day of {mall things) in the civill part 
of this work we have fet out fome part-of the Town in feveral Stree ts, 
meafuring out and dividing of lots, which I fet them to do and teach 
them how to do it :, many have planted Apple-Trees, and they have - 
begun diverfe Orchards,its now planting-time, and they be full of bu- 
fineffe, yet we are doing fome publicke works; the laft weeke I ap- 
pointed our Lecture.to be at a Water which is acommon paflage,and 
where the Fifth weccall. Alevives.come, there we built a bride, and 
made a wyre to catch Fifh and being many of chem, fome we appoin- 
ted to one work, and fome toanother, through the bleffing of God 
we brought both thefe works to perfection : we alfo have begun-a 
Pallizadoe Fort, in the midft whereof we intend a meeting-houfe and 
Schoole-houfe,but we are in great want of Tooles, and many necefla- 
ries, and when we cannot go we muit be content to creep; this pre- 
fent week Iam going to Palvracket, the great Fifhing place upon 
MMerimek, where I heare fundry do expect my coming, with’a pur- 
pofe to fubmit themfelves unto the Lords-hand. Sir, Ido earneftly 
beg your prayers both for me.and for this work of che Lord which he 
hath fer me about, et, See

aT is through the grace of Chrift, who hath called you into the 
 ¥4S fellowship of his Kingdom, that you are willing to take fuch 
~~, care and paines forthe advancement and furtherance of his 
Kingdome, and the Lord fill your hearts with the Confolations of his 
holy Spirit,whofe {pirit he hath fer co feek his glory in promoting the 
Gofpel of Jefus Chrift, and becaufe the fruite of our labours coming 
in w.th a bleffing, is a great means to quicken the heart to be conftant 
in that work which the Lord delighteth to profper and bleffe. Itis 
my duty to lec you underftand how it pleafeth the Lord to profper 
and proceed inthis work of his among the Iuzdiaus ; for the promo- 
ting whereof you travaile with care and pains, that fo you may go on 
with the more Comfort, and the better know how to direct your 
prayers untothe Lord in that behalfe. Iwill not trouble you with 
 -rehearfall of fuch things as J have already this year written about un- 
to our honoured Friend Mr winflowe, fo farre as can call to minde 
what Iwrote, hoping in the Lord that the Ships are fafely arrived and 
‘my Letterscome unto his hands. Iknow not whether I have yet 
mentioned our Schoole, which through the Lords mercy we have be- 
~ gun,though we cannot yet be conftant in it,we have two men in fome 
meafure able to teach the youth with my guidance, and infpection. 
And thus we order the Schocle: The Matter daily prayeth among 
his Schollers, and inltructeth themin Catechifm, for which purpofe

__Mions and Anfwers of the Catechifm, that fo the Children may 
Bi dumadacetie! « C be 
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be the more prompt and ready ten we afpire to'no higher Jearh- 
ing yet,but to fpell,read, and. write, that fo they may be able ta write: 
for chemfelves {ach Scriptures.as J have already,or hereafter may. ( by 
the blefling of God) tranflate forthem; for.I. have no hope to fee. 
the Bible tranflaced, much lefle Printed in, my dayes. Thereforemy 
chief care ts tocommunicate as much of the Scripcures as T can by 
writing: and further, my fcope fo co train up bork men and youths, 
that when they be infome meafureinftrufed themfelves, they may 

. be fent forth co other parts of the Countrey, to train upand infect 
others, even as they themfelves have been trained up and infiru@ed. 
This confideration doth make me very carefull to put on the'Schoele; 
and attend it with what diligence I can, -althongh Feannot a3 yet do 
init, whatIdefire. There be feveral! providences of God.appear- 
ing to work, which make me think that the moft effectual and:gene- 
rall way Of {preading the Gofpel will be by themfelves, when ‘fo in- 
firaced as Thave above-mentioned, as for, my. preaching, though 
fuch whofe hearts God hath bowed to attend, can. picke. up-fome 
knowledge by my broken expreffions, yet I fee that it is not fo taking, 
and effetuall co ftrangers, as.cheir own expreffions be, who naturally 
{peak unto them in their own.tongue.. To the end therefore that. 
they may be the better able co teach others, Ido trainthem up, and 
exercile them therein: when Iam among them on the Lords dayes, 
appointing two, each Sabbath co exercife, and when they have done, , 
then I proceed,and affuredly I fnde a good meafure of abilitie in. 
them,not only in prayer (wherein they exceed my expeation) but 
in memory to rehearfe fuch Scriprures as] have read unto them and 
expounded ; to expound them alfo.as they have heard me.do,and ap- 
plythem. And now alfothe Schoole- Mafter taking the care of cate- — 
chizing the Children, Ileaving that to him do catechize the men,. 
examining and trying their knowledge,which yet Iam wary in doing, 
leaft Ifhould dampe.and difcourage the weak, Thefe things 1 attend 
with the more intention, becaufe it feemeth tome God will imploy 

‘thefe fir inftruGed.to inftru& others,of which Ihave had fundry ex- 
periences, fome Ifhallinftance ; it pleafed Mt‘ #¥inthrop (fonunto. 
our late Honoured Governour now at reft). to advife meto fend two. 
difcreete mento the greateft and, moft potent Sachem among the 

_ XNaraganfets, coantwer fach Queftions as they might. prepound,, 
_and to flirre them up to call on God, J did accordingly, and fent him 
a Prelent by them ; but the proud, Sachem did little leffe then len 
tne 
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the offer, though he took the Prefent ; So they thought they fhould 
have returned without fucceffe; but when they came among the 
people, efpecially fuch as were alittle more remote from the great 
and proud ones, they received them with great gladneffe ; one Com- 
pany taking one of ours among them, others taking the other of our 
menamongit them; they asked them many Queftions, expreffed 
their readinefle to call upon God, if they had any to teach them: ex- 
preffing likewife that they did not expect their. Sachems would pray . 
ro God, becaufe they were fo proud: by which Ido perceive that 
the Lord is preparing a plentiful! harveft, and not onely by this, but 
by many other Evidences. There is.a great Countrey lying between 
Conettacott and the Maffachufers, called Nipner, where there be 
many Indians difperfed, many of which have fent to our /ndiaas, de- 
ring that fome may be fent unto them to. teach them to pray unto 
‘Ged. And fometimes fome of our belt men do go to feverall places 
-. foralittle while, and return again, and not without fucceffe. Thefe 
things being fo,the work which we now have in hand will be asa pat- 
terne and Coppie before them,to imitate in all the Countrey, both in 
civilizing them in their order,government, Law, andin their Church 
proceedings and adminiftrations ; and hence great care lyeth upon 
me to fet them right at firft, to lay a fure foundation for fuch a build - 
ing,as I forefee will be built upon it,and in this matter I greatly need 
pray: The order of proceeding with them, jis firft co gather them to- 
sether from their fcattered courfe of life, to cohabitation and civill 
order and Government.and thento form them (the Lord having fit- 
ted chem). into vifible Church-ftate, for che guidance whereof, I have 
inftructed chem,that they fhould looke only into the Scriptures, and 


) out of the Word of God fetch all their Wifedom, Laws, and Go- 


vernment, and fo fhall they be the Lords people, and the Lord above 
fhallRaign overthem, and govern them in all things by the word of 
shismouth. Sundcy of thefe which pray unto God have formerly 
fubjected themfelves unto the Exg/ij); So that inthis Government 
among themfelves they do referve themfelves in that point to owne 

them as their fuperiours, to make appeals unto them as need may re- 

- ~guire.and experience for thefe many years fhew, that though they 
| * have fo. fubjeéted themfelves, yet the only benefitthey have is pro- 
_tecion: as for hearing and determining cheir caufes,the difference of 
 Janguage, and paucitie ofinterpreters prohibits, and if their caufes 
_, come, they be folongfome, andyet of fmallimportance, that itis of 
| . 2 ¢ neceffity 


neceffity, that either they Ean a no government, as hitherto it 
hath been, or elfe chey muft have it among themfelves. Befides, all 
or many of their differences and caufesthey ufually brought to me, 
which was not convenient, and I was willing to avoyde: themfelves 
alfo found great need that fome fhould be over them, to judge their 
caufes,and end differences, and much defired it.. Therefore upon the 
fixt day of the fixt Monech of this prefent year (their Pallizadoe Fort 
being hnifhed) they had a great meeting, and many came together 
from diverfe parts, though fundry were hindred and came not at that 
time, where, with prayer to God I read and expounded to themthe 
1th of Exodus, (which I had done feverall times before ) and finally 
they did folemnly choofetwo Rulers among themfelves, they firit 
chofe a Ruler ofan Hundred, then they chofe two Rulers of Fifties, 
then they chofe Ten or Tithing Men (fol callthem in Exglif) for 
fo they were called (asis reported) in Exgland, when England did 
flourifh happily under that kinde of Government. And laltly, for 
that dayes work every man chole who fhould be his Ruler of ten,the 
Rulers ftanding in order, and every man going to the man he chofe, 
and it feemed unto me as if I had feen {cattered bones goe, bone unto 
his bone,and fo lived a civill pofiticall life,and the Lord was pleafed to 
minifter no {mall comfort unto my fpirit, when I fawit. After this. 
work was ended, they did enter into Covenant with God, and each 
other,to be the Lords people, and to be governed by the word of the 
Lord in all things. The words of which Covenant are thefe in Eng- 
lifh. Wedogive ouv felves and our Children unto God tobe his _ 
people, He foall ralé us in all our affatres,not anly in our Religion,and. - 
affaires of the Church (thefe Wwe defire as oon as we can, if 
Godwill) but alfo in all our Works and affaires in thi World, Goa 
- foall rule over us. Wfa.33.22. The Lord ws our Fudgesthe Lora ts our 
Law-giver, the Lord our King, Hewill faveu ; the Wifedbme 
which God hath taught ws in his Book, that faall guide us and direét 
winthe way. Oh fchovaheach us wifedome to finde out thy Wife- 
dome in thy Scriptures, let the grace of Chrift help ws, becaufe Chrift 
ts the \wifedom of God, fend thy Spirit into our bearts,ana let ¢t teach 
us, Lordtake us tobe thy people, and let us take thee to be our God. 
This Act of forming themfelves into the Government of God, and 
entring into this Government ts the firft publique Record among the, 
Indians, and for ought I know the firft that ever wasamong them: _ 
.& now our next work is to prepare them for Church- eftate, to Bey 
end 
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end Edo inftrud them , that l Vifible Church of Chriftis builded 
~ “upona lively confeflion of Chrift,and Covenanting tro.walk in. all the 
Adminiftrations of the publique worthip of God, under, the Govern- 
ment and Difcipline of JelusChrift. Ido therefore exhore them to 
try their hearts by che word of God to finde out what change the 
Lord bath wroaght in their hearts, and thisisthe prefent work we

| © Give me leave (much honoured Friends) to go a little backe. tn 
- my relation, that I might be more particular, becaule thefe Letters T- 
prepared in the {ixt Moneth after they had chofentheir Orticers, as I 
was propounding and teaching them the above written Covenant, 
for that I did often before we did folemnly accomplifhic,that fo they 
might doit as an Act of knowledge and faith. Now let me relate 
| -the order of our proceeding : Having again and again read this Co-

When the day came, this At of Cat/Lamoguin being broken out, 
we fuffered not him toteach; only he beganthe'day with confeffi- 
on of his {inne, and tmade'a fhort prayer, wherein he confeffed, Satan 
a¢ted in his heart, begged pardon, and chat'the Spirit-.of God might 
dwell in him, and a@ im bim for time to.come, and fo ended.

this pearle of great price ? now in anfwer to this Queftion he didjnot 
pitchit on Chrift alone, and fhew the worth and price of Chrift : but 
he did pitch ic on faith in Jefus Chrift,and repentance for fin,and ftood 
upon the'excellency and neceffity thereof. And-this was the great- 
eft:defe@ I obferved in his Exercife,which {eeing I undertake to relate 
that which none but my felf underftood, I dare not but truely relate, 
becaufe the Lord heard all, and I muft give an acconnt of this relation 
before him : His next Queftion was,What is meant by all the Riches 
he had> he anfwered,his fins,his evill Cuftomes, his evill manners, in 

which he formerly took much pleafure ; And here he dilated alfo: 
Laftly he asked how did he fell them all,-and buy the pearle? he an- 
fwered, by cafting away and forfaking all bis fins mourning and repen- 
ting of them,praying to God,and believing in Jefus Chrift. And here 
he fervently dilated, and fo ended ;_ and this according to the belt of 
my memory and obfervation, isthe fubftance of what he delivered. 
Whereby you may obferve the manner.of my teaching them,for they 
imitate.me, as for our method of preaching to the Englih by way of - 
Dodtrine, reafon, and ule, neither have I liberty of.{peech,. for that

) have made diligent enquiry; It doth profperoutly fucceed to their 
great encouragement, andoursinthe Lord. There was here fome 


few weeks fince, the prime Indian at Marthas Vineyard with Mr 
CMahew (Hamanequinn) a grave and folemn Man, with whom 
had ferious difcourfe, Mr AZahew being prefent as Interpreter be- 


- gweenus, who isa great proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and pradtice of the ching8’of Chrift, and of Religion, much 
honoured andreverenced, and attended by the reft of the Indians 
- there, who are folemnly Covenanted together, I know not how 
many, but between thirty or fortie at the leaft, and receive none in- 
to their Fraternitie, or Combination, but thofe which give good 
-proofe of theirupright defires, rotheir confcience, intheir profeffi- 
-—onsand Gonverfations, who when Mr AZahew cannot be with them 
(as at many fettimes he is) doth in the week time inftruct himfelf, 
from Mr A¢ahews mouth, and prepare for their inftructionon the 
7 D 
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Lords day, which they confcionably obferve, and have their conftane. 
folemn meetings together : This man where he was, had communion.. 
on the Lords day with Mr. Eliots Indias neere Dorchefter Mill,une- 
to whom he preached or declared what he had learned himfelf from 
the Scripture, fome two houres together, with folemn prayer before: 
and after, andthen ended witha Pfalm, fuch as at home ts wont to 
be fung among his ufuall hearers. The Lords day after he was in 
our Affembly, the Boat then being ready to carry him home by the 
next opportunity, and truely my reverence to him was fuch, as there 
being no roome I prayed our brethren to receive that good Indian 
into one of their pewes, which they did forenoone and afternoone, 
and at meale, I perceived by him that he had underftanding of what 
he heard. Mr Leverich being lately here and at my houfe, (who.al- 
fo preached at our new Church) I conferred with him about the be- 
ginnings and progrefle of the Lords work, among his neighbouring: 
Indians at Sandwich, and did hear from him, what did my heart 
good. And therefore when he tooke his leave of me I requefted him. . 
that he would do me the favour at his return home, to fend mea. 
brief {tory of that good hand of God which was there upon them, 
ab origine, which lthank bimhe did foon after, and I thought not. 
amiffe to inclofe it,as it came to me, being written with his own hand, , 
not doubting but it would adde unto your rejoicing inthe Lord. A= 
bout a fortnight fince, there was a Leéture to be of Mr E/ior, at Na- 
ticke, the new Indian Towne, where heufeth frequently to preach 
to them, befides what he doth neere home (oneither fide) and ma- 
ny times doth keep the Lords day withthem, whereof having fome 
notice,and that the Governour Mr E ndicor intended then to be there, 
my Cofin Raw/onand I with fome other, did prepare to ride thither, 
the Governour and his Sergeants lying at Dedham, which is within 
feaven or eight miles of the Town, and we at Mr Pack/ons neere Wa- 
cerrown Mill) in likediftance in tW€ next morning after we had been 
fome hours there where we found Mr E/ior, and by chat time we had 
wiewed all things, the Governour came with about twenty horfemen 
from Dedham,and made a like view, after which the LeGure or Ser- 
mon began inthe Fort, which the Zzdians have made of whole trees 
very hanfome and firme, which is neere a faire houfe which the. Zy- 
dians have builtafter the Eng /i manner high and large (no Englifh- 
manshand init, fave that one day or two.they had an Englifh Care 
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 “penter with them to dire@ about the time of rearing, wich chimneys 
‘init: In which Mr E/ior and thofe which accompany him ufe to lye, 


and the Izdian Schoole- Matter was there teaching the Children who

_ tothemhimfelf. There be fome five of thefe, one of them was pre- 


pared before we came,and appointed to begin this Exercife : the fur- 


ther relationof che manner of this Jvdians behaviour in preaching, 
_ together with the fubftance of that Sermon being before fet down by 
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Mr Eliot may be never omitted: other particulars in order to. the 
exact defcription of the Imdian Fort and buildings in. Mr Eliors Lete 
teris defective are here fupplyed. ‘This man being of middle age,and 
cladallin Exg/iapparell (as moftif nor all others of themare), fit- 


ting in the midft,ona ftoole,under the thelter, didibegin with prayer 


very folemnly, ftanding up for fome half quarter of an houre, then fit- 
ting down fpake unto them of the two Parables, concerning the Field. 
wherein the treafure hid, andthe wife Marchant felling all-for the: 
Pearle ; we underftoed him not (fave Mr B/jot), excepting now and 
thena word or two, he difcourfed to,them fome three quarters ofan: 
houre at the lealt,with great devotion, gravity, decency,readines and 
affection, and geftures very becoming, and fundry mentions he made 
of Jefus Chrift, {pecially in the beginning,and towards the ending, as. 
ifhe were the fcope ofall, and the reft of the Indians; diverfe old. 
menand women, andthe younger didjoyne and attend: with much: 
Reverence,as if much aftected therewith ; then he ended with prayer 
ashe began. Then Mr E/iot prayed andi preached: in the: iudjan:

Englif, {peaking with much authoritie, andiafter his. latter. prayer:

and women, &c. finging the fame together in. one of our, ordinary 
Englifs tunes melodioufly. Ifhould have faid that after Mr Eviors 
Sermon, there were two or three grave Indiavs that propounded to- 
M: Eliot, each of them a Queftion, very pertinent to the matter he- 
handled about the yoake of Chrift,and coming to Chrift,which he an-. 
fwered, interpreting unto us both their Queftions,and the fderkes 
his own Anfwers. After this the Lord did ftir up my heart to make- 
an Exhortation to the Jndiaus, which M: Eliot expounded to them, 
and alfo the Governours Speech, which God did ftir him wp too unto 
the fame purpofe, declaring our joy to fee fuch beginnings, and warn=. 
ing them of the great danger if they fhould decline from what they 
had already come unto, either in their knowledge, affection,or Chri-

was the matter of his fadneffe,he anfwers me, he did now underftand 
that God was ajultGod, and for himfelfhe had been very wicked, 
evenfromachild.

and then in teaching them, falls fuddenly and publiquely into a bitter 
paflion, crying out, and wringing his hands, out of the like apprehen- 
fion of his Condition, as he told me afterwards, and I finde no one of 
them (daring men) to fpeak of their good hearts, but fome more 
fome leffe fenfible of the Contrary. Secondly, God hath brought 
fome of chemto fome Evangelicall Conviction, one acknowledging 
that though he and others leave-their former evills, and fhould keep 
Gods Commandements, yet without Chrift they muft go to hell.

| God. With many other things miniftring much con{olation 
— toevery Christian heart, to fee thefe very Powwawes fall 
off from the worfhip of Devils, and embrace the glad tydings

belt ground, did fully perfwade my heart of your faichfulneffe there-

eyamonglt the Indians, thofe siete Captives, fomething where= 
of your felf have been an eye witnefle unto; and havealready heard, — 
yet now being further.advantaged through the grace of God appear- 
ing with us, and knowing it will be acceptable to your felf, and our 
dearly beloved Chriftian Friends, chat long for and rejoice in the 
gracious appearance of Jefus Chrift in his Kingly Soveraigntie and 

- power, where he hath not formerly been known, I fhallby the help 
of God certifie you how the Lord hath carried on his own wotk with ~ 
us fince your departure from us. , 7 
It pleafed the Lord who had drawn the Indians from the Paw- 
waws to worthip himfelf, whereat the Pawwaws were much dif- 
contented, yet now to perfwade two of themfelves to run.after thofe 
that followed hard after God,defiring that they might go with them 
in the wayes of that God whofe: name is Jehovah; and they came 
much convinced of their finnes that they had lived in, and efpecially 
of their PawwaWing, faying, Ichrow it from me with hatred of ir, 
being forry that ever Imedled with it. And now I have heard of 
fehovah, by his help I purit under my feet, and hope to:trample it 
downinthe duftwith the. Devill and Pawmawnomas (orimps) I 
throw itintothe fire, and burnit. Thus chey fully made known 
unto all both by word and gefture, and by more fuch like expreflions 
they then uted, not only their indignation againftit, but that they: 
would never. make ufe ofitmore. One of them did then difcover the 
bottome of his witchcraft, confefling that at firft he came to be 2 
Pawwaw by Dinbolicall Dreams, wherein he faw the Devil! in the 
likeneffe of four living Creatures; one was like a man which he faw 
inthe Aire, and chistold‘him that he did know all things upon the. 
Iland, and what was co be done; and this he faid had its refidence- 
over hiswhole body. Another was like a Crow, and did look out 
fharply to difcover mifchiefs comming towards him, and had its refi- 
dence inhishead. Thethird was like toa Pidgeon, and haditsplace 
in his breaft, and was very cunning about any bufineffe. The fourth 
was like a Serpent, very fubtile to do mifchief, and alfotodo great 
cures, and thefe he faid were meere Devils, and fuchas he had truft- 
edto for fafetie, and did labour to raife up for the accomplifhment 
of any thing tn his diabolicall craft, but now he faith, chat he did de- 
fire chat the Lord would free hina from them, and that he did repent 
in his heart, becaufe of his finne. The other faid his Confctience was 
much troubled for hisfin, and they both defired the Lord hia: : 
teach 
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neta Mateo Dots 
reach them his wayes, have mercy upon them, and pardon their fins, 
for Jefus Chrifts fake, and truely it did give to us who were prefent 
a great occafion of praifing the Lord, to fee thofe poor naked fons of — 
eAdam, and flavestothe Devill fromtheir birth to come toward 
the Lord asthey did, with their joynts fhaking , and their bowels 
trembling, their fpirits troubled, and their voices with much ferven- 
cy, uttering words of fore difpleafure again{t fin and Satan, which. 
they had imbraced from their Childhood with fo much delight, ac- 
ee alfo now their fin, that they had not the knowledge of

Secondly, that they had ferved the Devill, the Enemy both of: 
God and Man. 

Thirdly, that they were fo hurtfullin their lives, and were alfo 
thankfull that now through the bleffing of God they had an oppor- 
tunity to be delivered out of that dangerous Condition. The J ndians 
did allmuch rejoice to fee the Paw ways turn from their wicked ways 


to fervethe Lord. Notlongafterthe Pawwaws had forfaken their 
old way,on a Lecture day ‘BExercifediverfe Indians delired to be- 
come the fervants of the Lordamongit whom wasa PawwaW, called 


T equavonimwho was of great efteem and very notorious ; for he, as 
they faid,and in their ignorance conceived never did hurt to any, but 
alwayes good, endeavouring to the good and prefervation of the /x- 

- dians; whereunto alfo he was accompted by them to be ftrongly 

provided. And as himfelf faid he had been poffeffed from the crown 

of the head to che foals of the foot with PawwaWnomas, not only in 
the fhape of living Creatures, as Fowls, Fifhes and creeping things,but 

Braffe,Iron, and Stone. It was therefore the more to be acknowled- 

1 ged the work of God, that he fhould forfake this way, his friends, his 

| gain, to follow the Lord, whofe wayes are fo defpifable in the eyes of 

| devillifh minded men. This Pawwaw declaring by what means the 
Lord took him off this devillifh Trade, faid that he had heard fome 
things from my Father,who took occafionto difcourfe wich him about 
the way of true happineffe, that he fhould never forget, bleffed be 
God, hisCounfell had fo good aneffecét, as [hope it hath on many 
others. Ic pleafed the Lord who wil! have al! the gods of the earth’ 
tobe terrible unto him ; for he meeting AZamanequem in the wood 
by-accident, told him that he was glad he had an opportunity to fpeak’ 
his minde unto him, for he had many fearchings of heart about his: 
Pawwawing; and did think it was not a. good way, and that God was.

andthe moreIl Pawwawforher, the ficker fhe is; And this. doth 
agree with an obfervation of the Indians of this land, viz.rhat fince 
the Word of God hath been taught unto them in this place , the 
Pawwaws have been much foyled in their devillith taskes, and that in 
ftead of curing have rather killed many ; but ina word the fruit of 
this and all other means. was.a publike manifeltation of hatred to his 
former wayes,wondering he was yet alive who was fo finfulland chat 
he defired to be better,and to believe in Chrift,for whofe fake only,he 
did believe his fins could be pardoned, and that he did defire to hear 
the word of God. This man hereby hath made thofe of his own houfe 
to be his Enemies ; his wife, his children, and moff of his friends and 
kindred, who remain obftinate ftill, whereby he meets with many 
troubles and temptations: one of his brethren being very fick did 
earneltly defire that he would Paww.w for him,which he refuled, his 
brother told him that he might keep it private,but he ftill refufed, tel- 
fing him that notwithftanding that, if he fhould anfwer his defire, he 
fhould break his Covenant,and fin againfGod,& therefor would not: 
There came preffling in at the fame time 
ring to join with the worfhippers' of Godi 


ad livedin: andalfo theyalldefired - 
to be made better, and to attegid tnto the Word of God, tothar - 
_ end looking onely to Chrift fefugfor falvation. I obferved alfothat 
they generally came in by Familfes, bringing alfo cheir Children with 
them, faying, I have brought my Children too, I would have my Chil- . 
dren ferve God with us, 1 defire@hat this fon and this daughter may 
worthip Jehovah, and if they could but {peak, their parents would 
have them fay fomething, to thew their willingneffe to ferve God: 
And when the Commandments were repeated,they allacknowledged 
them to be good, and made choice of febovah to be their God, pros 
mifing by his help to walk according to his Councells: And when 
they were received by them that were before inthis general! Cove- 
nant, it was by lowde voyces giving thanks to God that they were 
met together in the wayes of #ebovah: thisisall before the end of 
the year 1650. | yet 
And now through the mercy of God there are an hundred nineties 
nine 
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 ninemen, ‘women, and children, that have profeffed themfelves co 
‘be worfhippers of the great and everliving God. There are now 


two meetings kept every Lords day, the onethree miles, the othex 


about eight miles off ory houfe : Hiacomes teacheth twice a day at 
theneareft, and CMwmaneguem accordingly at the fartheft, the laft 
‘day of the week they:come unto me to be informed touching the 
fabject they areto handle: And the Lord doth much affift them, 
bleffed. bethe Name ofthe Lord. I have alfo undertaken to keep 
by the helpof'God two Lectures amongit them, which will be ac 
each once a fortninght : And hope it will be by the bleffing of God 
very profitable unto them, This winter Tintend, ifthe Lord will, to 


fet upa Schoole to teach the Indians to read, viz, the Children, . 


and-alfo any young men that are willing to learn, whereof they are 
very glad. Tam alfo endeavouring their Cohabitations with all con- 
venient fpeed, that fothey may be more helpfull one to another ; 
and. alfo the better advantaged to carry on that. work they have fet 
‘upon'to Gods glorie, and their own comfort. “And what I have 
‘written concerning the Pawwawes;and the hftielzdians, that were 
admitted tothofe that worfhipped God in.one day: ‘There were di- 
vere Englifs both eye and earwitneffes thereof, -as.well as my felf, 
-and wecould not but acknowledge much of the Lords power and 
goodnéffe to bevifible among{t them, who without being driven by 
“power, or allured by gifts, were fo ftrongly carried again{t thofe ways 
they fo much loved,tolove the way that nature hates. Let usthere- 
fore magnifiethe Lord, whovalone doth this, and feek unto him to 
do more and more ftill, that fo one generation may praife hisworks 
to'another, and that fo both weand they:may abundantly urter 
the memory of his‘great' goodneffe and power, Inthat new fong, 
Revi 5. 9. untill that we all meet together in heaven, and fxg glori-

Actors of fo good a defigne, let me (with leave ) fay confidently, | 
you will never have caufe to repent it ; For the work is Gods, and he 
doth ownit, the labour there hath been yours, and your Mafter will 
reward it.

To {peak 
truely I could hardly refrain tears for very joy to fee their diligent 
atrentionto the word firft taught by one of the Indians, who before 
his Exercife prayed for the manner devoutly and reverently (the mat- 
ter 
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ter I did not fo well wAdérfiendyine it was with fuch reverence,zeale, 
good affection, and diftin@ utterance, that I could not but admire 
it; his prayer wasabouc a quarter of an hour or more, as we judged 
it; then he took his Text, and Mr EJior their Teacher could us thar 
were Englifh che place, (there were fome Minifters and diverfe other 
godly men there that attended me thither) his Text was-in Afzrth. 
13.44,45,46. He continued in his Exercife full half an hour or more 


as Tjudgedit, his gravity and utterance was indeed very commend- 


able, which being done Mr E/ior taughtin the /adian tongue about 
three quarters ofan hour as near as I could guelle ; the Indians , 


_ which werein number men and women near about one hundred, 


feemed the moft of them fo to attend him (themen‘efpecially) as if 
they would loofe nothing of what was taught them, which refle@ed 
much upon fome of our Exg/ifs hearers, After all there was.a Pfal. 
fung in the Jvdiax tongue, and Indian meeter, but to an E nglifl 


- tune, read by one of themfelves, that the reft might follow, and he 


read it very diftin@ly without miffing a word as we could judge, and 
the reft fang chearfully, and prettie tuneably. JI rid on purpofe 


“thither being diftant from my dwelling about thirty eight or fortie 


miles, and truely I account it one of the beft journeys I made thefe 
many years. Some few dayes after I defired Mr E/ior briefely to 
write me the fubftance of the Indians Exercife, which when he went 
thither again, namely, to Naticke, where the Indians dwell, and 
where the /ndizn taught, he read what he remembred of it firft to 
their Schoole- Mafter, who is an Indian and teacheth them and their 
Children to write, and I faw him write alfo in Englifs, who doth it 
true and very legible, and asked him if it were right, and he faid yea, 
alfo he readit unto others, and to the man himfelf, who alfo owned 


it. To tell you of their induftry and ingenuity in building ofan houle 


afterthe Exglifs manner, the hewing and {quaring of their timber, 
che fawing of the boards themfelves, and making of a Chimney in it, 
making of their groundfells and wall: plates, and mortifing , and let- 
ting in the ftudds into them artificially, there being but one Exglifh- 


mana Carpenter to fhew them, being but two dayes with them, is 
_ remarkeable. They have alfo built a Fort there wich half trees cleft 
about eight or ten Inches over, about ten or twelve foot high, be- 
fides what is intrencht inthe ground, which isabove.a quarter of an 
_ acre of ground, as I judge. They havealfo built a foot bridge over 


Charles River, with groundfells and Spurres to uphold it again{t the 
FE | ftrength

ftrength of the Flood and Ice a Winter; it ftood firm laft Winter, 
and I think it will ftand many Winters. They have made Drums of 
their own with heads and brafes very neatly and artificially, all which 
fhews they are induftrious and ingenuous. And they intend to build 
a Water- Mill the next Sommer,as Iwastould whenIwaswiththem. 
Some of them have learnt to mow Graffe very well. Ifhallno fur- 
ther trouble you with any more relation at this time concerning 
them. But aword or two further with your patience concerning 
other Jzdiazs,. The work of God amongft the Jndians at CVartins 
Vineyard, is very hopefull and profperousalfo, 1 miftof Mr Afay- 
bew theit Teacher, who was lately at Bo/fow, and therefore cannor 
give you a particular account thereof at this prefent time; yet I can- 
not but acquaint you what other motions there are touching other 
Inaians.. There came to us upon the 20° of this inftant Moneth, at 
the generall Court one Pummakummin Sachem of Qunaubbagge, 
dwelling amongft or near tothe Darraganfets, who offered him- 
felf and his men to.worfhip God, and defired that fome Exif may 
be fent from the A¢af[acha/ers Government to plant his River, that 
thereby he may be partaker of Government, and may be inftru@ed 
by. the Exg/ij) to know God. We fhall Ehope take fome care and 
courfe about it, and I hope we fhall have more helpto carry on that 
work alfo; For there are fome Schollers amonglt us who addi@ them- 
felves to the ftudy ofthe J#dian Tongue. The Lord in mercy re- - 
compence it into your Bofomes, allthat labour of love vouchfafed 
tothe poor Jzdians, which arethe hearty prayers and earneft defire
